They don't need all 10 electrodes brought out. The electrodes are arranged in 
10 pairs, all paralleled. When a pair of staggered pulses is applied they 
transfer the glow discharge along in a sort of rudimentary bucket brigade 
fashion. There's a description in Millman & Taub's "Pulse Digital & Switching 
Waveforms" - if you have no success finding any more info let me know and I'll 
send or fax you a copy of the relevant page.

The APX-6 (Probably the RT-82/APX-6 is what you have?) 


is what spurned the present ATCRABS/IFF system. 

The encoding was done electronically, internally. 
A modification later added the KY-95/APX-25 external 
coder. This had selectable codes for modes 1 and 3 
under control of the pilot, whilst mode 2 codes were set on the 
front of the coder unit. Usually a unique code for each aircraft 
in the squadron. 

They could operate anywhere in about a 950-1300 Mhz 
band ( as I recall) but were setup usually for 1030 Mhz 
and 1090 Mhz transmit and receive frequencies respectively. Same 
arrangement as present day. I may have the frequencies reversed, 
but it's been too many years to be 100% sure! 

The RT-82 transceiver was modified to (I think) the 
RT-279/APX configuration to be compatable with the APX-25 coder. 
It consisted of adding a Cannon jack to the front panel so the 
coder could be connected to the transceiver's modulation 
circuitry. We did several of the modifications on them in our 
Air Guard squadron. This all occurred around 1955-1965 
or so. The APX-25 system was carried over to our F-86D 
aircraft and F-102A aircraft later. The F-15's they 
have now use a teeny-tiny solid state transceiver and coder. I 
have no idea what the nomenclature is!

Recreates the most 
probable scenario of the last flight from a navigaitonal point of view. 


There is much discussion of the Bendix DF equipment, and a picture of 
the control box mounted in the cockpit.

Portishead Radio, known to mariners the world over, has now closed 
it's doors. 


British Telecom Maritime Radio Services had announced that Portishead 
Radio and 

all of the VHF stations will close at 1200Z on Sunday 30 April. The 
Medium Frequency 

stations will close at 1200Z on Friday 30 June. 


Portishead Radio first came on air 80 years ago in 1920 and was to 
become the largest 

communications centre in the world. It employed over 340 people and 
was the Morse code and 

radiotelephone centre for the Commonwealth for many decades. 


The following was the final broadcast made by Portishead at 1200z on 
April 29, 2000 using 
phone, Telex and Cw: 


"CQ de GKB2/4/5/6 

This is the last broadcast from Portishead Radio. For 81 years we have 
served the maritime community. We say thank you to all those who have 
supported and used our station. We pay tribute to Marconi who made it 


all possible. His first transmissions across water were made from 
nearby here and so started the radio era. We are proud to have been 
part of that era. As this historic time in the commercial messaging 
world comes to a close the Manager and Radio Officers wish you 
farewell 

from Portishead Radio/GKB AR VA" 


As a final salute, there was a cross band event in which Portishead 
radio made contacts with 

the amateur radio community. This is a full transcript of their final 
message sent on 8559.5 KHz between 

1955/2003z 29APROO

I think it took the DZ a while to get out of the RCA stables - the 

earliest contracts I have seen are indeed from late 1938 or so, which means 
they _may_ have been around by 1940. A few that I have seen with 

acceptance tags indicate this. Remember, the contract date on the tag 
generally indicates the very start of the procurement process, with real 
hardware finally rolling of the lines a year or three afterwords. 


The experimental model, CXS, likely was in service (in extremely small 
numbers) by 1938. I have never seen one (no great shock there). 


related trivia: the original DU (DU-0, if you will), had an expanded 
frequency range, well into HF. It was dropped in all other models, as it 
did not work at all.

Tube manuals, when describing directly heated full wave rectifiers (80, 
5Y3, 5R4, 5U4 etc but NOT 5V4 5Z4 which are indirectly heated and have a 
cathode) state that they should be preferably mounted in a vertical 
position.

I've always assumed it was because of filament sagging but never bothered 
to look at the orientation of the filaments with respect to the horizontal 
plane. The distance between the filament and the large area side of the 
plate is certainly less so perhaps sag in that direction is more likely to 
cause arcing. The ruggedized military versions of filamentary rectifiers 
use springs to keep the filaments taut, most likely to keep filaments in 
alignment under conditions of shock or vibration. In any event, not all 
manufacturers obeyed the orientation rules and the result has not 
contributed much to global warming..... heh, heh!
